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Retaining the Cultural Ident" 
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to ... 

Kashmiri Pandits are at the cross roads of history whereby they feel their millinia old 
cultural identity is headed towards a decline and possibly death. Sociologists tell us that geo¬ 
graphical dislocation eventually brings about such a result. In support of thisihesis they quote 
the examples ot dislocated societies in the past throughout the globe. However, there are sev¬ 
eral exceptions to this rule. It would be a worthwhile exercise to analyse the situations where 
these exceptions operate and how it can be brought to bear upon the Kashmiri Pandit situation. 

Culture is basically related to geographical locations and symbols which perpetuate a 
historical continuum. The environment, climate and the institutions sustain a tradition and 
cultural continuity. It does get periodically modified, but through an evolutionary process 
whereby the new trends amalgamate and gradually become a part of the system. Culture thus 
does not remain static but keeps on imbibing from various external and internal influences. 


Geographical dislocation removes the context of a cultural continuu'm. Since the 
suggestive symbols and environment are not there, the culture and traditions lose their rel¬ 
evance and do not sustain beyond a generation or two. This leads to a rootless society which 
eventually gets merged with the populace where it is living, and loses its identity. 

There are very few examples where a distinct cultural identity has survived geo¬ 
graphical dislocation. Perhaps the example of Jews stands out as the most prominent out of 
them. Back home^ohe may also quote the case of Parsis or more recently that of Bahais. 
While Jew identity has survived several millinia, with little dilution, in spite of heavy odds, 
the same cannot be said of Parsis. There has been a visible dilution and a partial merger in 
their case, in spite of their economic clout. The case of Bahais is too recent to provide a 
suitable model. 

For retaining the cultural identity after geographical dislocation thre are a few' basic 
pre-requisities. The society has to be well knit and united with well defined and properly 
focussed objectives. The symbols that have been lost during dislocation have to be resur¬ 
rected or recreated. The society has to be proud of its culture and that pride has to be trans¬ 
lated into action through achievements, individually and collectively, in various fields of 
human endeavour. These achievements have to be recorded and projected to provide inspi¬ 
ration to the future generations. The community has to shake off negative tendencies like 
self denigration, and cast aw'ay redundant and meaningless rituals. While religion can be a 
j major cementing force, the community need not get into a shell, seeking solace in religious 
rituals, as usually happens in a state of stress. There are many other imperatives, but above 
all a positive optimism and meticulous planning is needed at all stages. 

Our organizations comprising various Sabhas and Samitis spread all over the coun¬ 
try and abroad have a major role to play in ensuring that these requirements are fulfilled 
They have to refrain from falling to the temptation of one-upmanship and collaborate wifli 
each other and co-ordinate their efforts. Some recent attempts in this direction are timely 
and these need be followed up with proper planning and focussed goals. The K.P. commu¬ 
nity has the potential and will to retain its identity. Let that potential not be dissipated in 
haphazard planning and poorly conceived action

People believe, that their ancestors 
came into the Peninsula from the north, 
across the mountain-passes of Himalayas and 
the present religion of the people has grown 
since they crossed the mountains. In the be¬ 
ginning they had no images, there were no 
temples. People would gather to perform fire- 
sacrifies in open spaces, because space has 
no limit, no boundary, no frontier. The fire 
was made of wood. Priests recited chants, and 
were paid for it. If we recap the past, Hindus 
have always believed that if a man wanted to 
be religious, he must devote whole life to it. 
A good man might manage a home and a fam¬ 
ily and business. But to become religious, the 
Hindu would send a man into the forest! It 
was expected that there in the jungle, he 
would live in cave or under trees. He would 
eat wild roots and fruits. You see the idea was 
that a great part of religion consisted in 
quietening the mind, and being alone in soli¬ 
tude. without any extra needs, which would 
be a great help in the quest. An aspirant's hair 
would grow longer. It would grow thick and 
unkempt. It could be coiled up on the top of 
the head. He might bathe also, but he could 
not spare time from meditation to make it 
beautiful. These men were usually seen in 
great numbers in some forest, or beside a 
sacred river. You might have understood what 


the religious men of early Aryan times looked 
like. 

Fire sacrifies, with crowds of people 
worshipping around it were performed. Amid 
chanting of Mantaras, offerings were being 
made into the fire. One or two forest saints 
mingled with the people to join in the devo¬ 
tion. Only white wood-ashes remained back. 
People went home, the place looked deserted. 
A hermit came forward and took up a hand¬ 
ful of ash and rubbed it all over his body. If 
we see one of these hermits, from a distance, 
we would notice first his whiteness. If all rub 
themselves all over with ashes, they all can 
become white. Thus the aparhied based on 
colours would automatically perish. That 
complete holiness and this whiteness would 
always go together. Now you can bring into 
sight, the Himalayas and the snow-clad 
mountains, which are as white as snow. In 
India, we take river Ganga as our mother and 
the Sun, as the kind and loving God Vishnu. 
Even hills and plants have distinct character¬ 
istics. Aryans, who loved India talked about 
fire-worship. Himalayan snowpeaks became 
the central object of their love. A great monk, 
clothed in ashes, lost in meditation, silent and 
alone, like these snowy heights, are like the 
Shiva-Shanker Bhagwan. 






At this thought, the Hindu mind began 
to work out all sorts of symbols. The moun¬ 
tain, the ashclothed hermit, the snow-all con¬ 
tributed to the complete picture of Shiva. 
Shiva possesses a bull on which he rides. As 
the moon shines above mountains, so He 
bears on His forehead the new moon Fresh 
water, a lew grains of rice and two or three 
green bel-leaves are the whole offering in the 
daily worship of Shiva. To show, how easily 
Shiva can be pleased, there is a telling story. 

Arjuna, one of the principal heroes of 
the great Mahabharata war, had gone up into 
the mountains to spend three months in wor¬ 
shipping Shiva and invoking His blessings. 
Suddenly, one day, as he was praying before 
his 1 ingam and offering flowers, the sound 
of horns rang. The next moment the snow- 
King and Queen rode into view at the head 
of their retinue and came sweeping down the 
ravine in pursuit of a poor panting boar, that 
ran upto Arjuna for protection. The hero 
roused from his worship, showed the boar a 
way of escape and stood up to meet the chal¬ 
lenge of the King. The next moment the 
whole hunt and come to a stop before him. 
“The quarry was mine”! cried the King-and 
his voice sounded like winter blasts amongst 
the mountains. How dare you touch it? At 
this address, Arjuna blazed with anger and 
picking up the bow and arrows he had thrown 
aside before commencing the worship, chal¬ 
lenged the King to dismount and fight. “Ac¬ 
cepted” said the snow-king and the combat 
began. But to the hero's dismay, he seemed 
to be attacking some terrible phantom, for 
one after another his good stout arrows dis¬ 
appeared into the person of the king, doing 
him no harm. 


“Let’s wrestle then”! shouted Arjuna. 
And casting aside his bow, he flung himself 
upon his foe. He was met by the quiet touch 
of a hand on his heart and fell to the ground 
stunned. “Well” corne on”! said the King, as 
he recovered himself a minute later and 
turned aside from the contest. But he seemed 
almost intoxicated. “1 must finish my wor¬ 
ship first”, he said in a thick voice, taking up 
a garland of flowers to fling round the Shiva 
Lingama. The next moment the eyes of 
Arjuna were opened, for the Snow-King tow¬ 
ered above him, blessing him. And the flow¬ 
ers were round his neck. "Mahadcv! 
Mahadev”! cried the aspirant flinging him¬ 
self on the ground to touch with his head the 
feet of Lord Shiva. Burtr already the hunt and 
swept on, down the Valley and the Snow-, 
King had disappeared. This was a story told 
about Shiva, who is so deeply loved by His 
devotees. 

Lord Shiva represents the destructive 
aspect of Brahman. Lord Shiva is the all-per¬ 
vading Ishwara. With Parvati He becomes the 
Saguna Brahman for the purpose of pious 
devotion of his devotees. Lord Shiva is the 
Lord of ascetics and Lord ofYogins. He is 
robed in space, Digambara. His Trisul, Tri¬ 
dent. that is held in His right hand, represents 
the three Gunas, Satt-Raj-Tam. That is the 
emblem of sovereignty. The Damaru in His 
left hand represents the shabiki Brahman. It 
represents OM from which till languages arc 
formed. It is He who formed the Sanskrit lan¬ 
guage out of the Damaru. The crescent Moon 
indicates that He has controlled the mind 
perfectly. The flow of the Ganges represents 
the nectar of immortality. Elephant repre¬ 
sents, symbolically, Pride. His wearing the 
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skin of an elephant denotes that He has con¬ 
trolled pride. Tiger represents lust, his sitting 
on tiger skin indicates that He has conquered 
lust. His holding a deer on one hand indi¬ 
cates that He has removed chanchalata, toss¬ 
ing about of mind. His wearing of serpents, 
denotes wisdom and eternity. He is 
Trilochana, the tree-eyed one, in the centre 
of Whose forehead is the third fire, the eye 
of wisdom. 

Serpent is the Jiva or the individual soul 
which rests upon Shiva, the Paramatma or 
the supreme soul. The five hoods mean the 
five senses or the five Tattvas viz., earth, 
water, fire, air and ether. The five hoods or 
the five serpents represent the five Pranas, 
which hiss in body like the serpent. The in¬ 
halation and exhalation are like the hissing 
of the serpent. The individual soul enjoyes 
the worldly objects through these Tattvas. 
When the individual attains knowledge 
through control of these senses and mind, he 
finds his eternal resting abode in Lord Shiva, 
the supreme soul. This is the esoteric signifi¬ 
cance of Lord Shiva wearing the snake on 
His body. Lord Shiva is wearing serpents as 
ornaments of His body. This indicates that 
Lord Shiva is absolutely fearless and immor¬ 
tal. Generally serpents live for hundreds of 
years. Thus wearing of serpents by Lord 
Shiva signifies that He is eternal. 

Namassivaya is the Mantra of Lord 
Shiva. Na represents earth and Brahma; Ma 
■ represents water and Vishnu; si fire and rudra; 
* if/ represents vayu and Maheshwara; ya 
Akasa and sadasiva. Lord Shiva has white 
complexion. Significance of it teaches that 
people should have pure heart. Lord Shiva 


wears three white-lined Bhasnui on His lote- 
head. This unfolds, that a man should destroy 
three impurities viz ego, expection of fruits 
and illusion, and three desires. Nandi or the 
bull represents the attendant of Loard Shiva. 

He is the^ehicle of Lord Shiva. He rep¬ 
resents satsang. There is a famous saying, 
“If you make association with sages you are 
sure to attain God realisation. Sages will 
guide you, They will remove pitfalls or snares 
that lie on your path. There is no other safe 
boat than satsang to reach the other shore, of 
fearlessness and immortality. Lord Shiva rep¬ 
resents the destructive aspect of the Godhead. 
He is seen absorbed on the mountain peak of 
Kailash. He is an embodiment of serenity, 
renunication, and indifference to the world. 
Deer represents the Vedas. Its four legs are 
the four Vedas. Loard Shiva is holding the 
deer in His hand. This indicates that he is 
Lord of Vedas. He has a sword in one of His 
hands. This signifies that He is the destroyer 
of births and deaths. Fire in one of His hands 
shows that He protects the jivas by burning 
all fetters. 

Shive Linga is also a symbol. The lit¬ 
eral meaning of the word Linga 
symboliesvisible sign of something invisible. 
The Shiv Linga is of an ellipsoid shape. Linga 
denotes something, which has neither any 
beginning nor an end. It is unlimited and 
neverending. The Shiv Linga is the symbol 
of Shiva in the act of creation. Here is a hymn 
on the greatness of Shiva. There is no God 
better that Shiva, there is no hymn better than 
the Hymn of the greatness of Shiva, there is 
no sacred word better than the name of Shiva. 
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FELICITATING DR.R.L. SHANOT: A REPORT

It was one of these rare literary sessions 
in Jammu, witnessing and participating in 
which leaves one inspired. A local literary 
organisation HINDI SAHITYA MANDAL 
had arranged a tet-e-tete with Dr. R.L. Shant, 
the noted Hindi and Kashmiri writer on July 
21, 1998 in the premises of Dogri Sanstha, 
Jammu. The session was presided over by Dr. 
Raj Kumar of the Jammu University an^the 
doyen of literature and culture in Jammu. Prof 
R.N. Shastri was the chief guest. Though the 
main subject of discussion and discourse was 
Dr. Shant's recently published book KAVITA 
ABHI BH1, the occasion was utilized to get 
an insight into Shant's multi faceted literary 
and social personality by the speakers as well 
as the audience, through an open interaction 
of questions and answers. Organisers of the 
function Naresh Gulati, Nirmal Vinod, Kiran 
Bakshi and Manoj Sharma had worked over¬ 
time to make it a success. 

In the first paper, read out by Dr. 
Bhushan lal Koul, Head of Hindi Department, 
Kashmir University, a general survey of the 
various aspects of Shant's literary career was 
presented. Dr. Koul said that Shant was basi¬ 
cally a Hindi writer who took to Kashmiri in 
the early sixties. In Hindi, he published po¬ 
ems (Two collections KHOTI KIRNEN & 
KAVITA ABHI BHI) mainly, but a dozen 
short stories of his have also appeared in vari¬ 
ous journals from time to time. He wrote 


plays for AIR and DDK (over fifty have been 
broadcast) and numerous literary talks and 
reviews of books. (Dr. Koul missed mention¬ 
ing that Shant's plays include a serial of 13 
plays based on the Rajataranginit (called 
SAD1YON PEHLE), written in coordination 
with the research scholoar Dr. T.N. Ganjoo, 
the well known theatre connoisseur, P.K. 
Raina and the famous broadcaster, K.K. 
Nayyar). Dr. Koul said that Shant's over 2- 
dozen critical article appeared mostly in the 
Hindi Sheeraza. He listed him as a critic of 
an original approach to literary the problems. 
(This was later supported by Ramesh Mehta 
in his paper on KAVITA ABHI BHI). His 
criticism from existentialism to problem of 
repression and from leftism in modern po¬ 
etry to the problem of identity in contempo¬ 
rary Hindi drama of comtemporary literary 
trends in Hindi, places him at par with many 
'a'renowned literary critic. (A collection of 
his critical articles pertaining to Kashmiri lit¬ 
erature is appearing soon under the caption 
KASHMIR=SAHITYIK SANDARBH). 

Dr. Shant’s writings in Kashmiri are 
also varied. Mainly, he writes shortstories 
(collection ACHHIR VAL^N PETH KOH) 
though dozens of his plays in Kashmiri have 
been broadcast from the AIR and DDL In 
Kashmiri, however, his criticism has mostly 
centred around the short story. His book 
AFSANA KYA GAV is the only book on 
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criticism in this language. A second Book 
KOSHUR AFSANU = AZ TU PAG AH is 
coming out soon. 

As a translator. Dr. Shant has several 
volumes to his credit. He translated into Hindi 
\ erse. Rasul Mir and Nund Rishi ot Kashmiri 
and into Kashmiri Chekhov’s plays. (Trans¬ 
lation of 'Three Sisters' of Chekhov got him 
the Soviet Land Nehru Award), Other awards 
Dr. Shant got were the President's Gold 
Medal in 1957, Cultural Academy Award in 
1966 and the U.P. Hindi Sansthan’s 
Sammelan in 1996. He was one of the edi¬ 
tors of the three language dictionary (Hindi- 
Kashmiri-English) brought out by HRD Min¬ 
istry New Delhi in 19S1. 

Dr. Shant has been on various govern¬ 
ment and non governmental literary advisory 
and decision making committees in various 
capacities. He was on the departmental ad¬ 
visory committee of the Kashmiri Depart¬ 
ment of Kashmir University in the first de¬ 
cade of its establishment and was on a simi¬ 
lar committee of the Hindi department, sev¬ 
eral times. He acted as jury of the ‘Sahitya 
Academy’ and played a decisive role in se¬ 
lecting Kashmiri authors for awards. At 
present, he is the only non Muslim member 
on the Kashmiri Advisors' Board of the Acad¬ 
emy. He is the president of SAMPRATI, the 
sole organisation of Kashmiri writers, this 
side of the Banihal. 

Dr. Shant has had a stint at journalism 
(both literary and non literary). Besides hav¬ 


ing co-edited the KASHYAP in Srinagar, he 
has been editing the Hindi section of the 
KSHIR BHAWANI TIMES, Jammu for the 
last four years. In Jammu, he wrote a regular 
literary' column ‘KADWA MEETHA’ in the 
Hindi Kashmir Times in 1998. when the late 
Subash Bhardwaz was its editor. He worked 
as a Kashmiri Translator and a part time co- 
editor in the news section of D.D. Kashmir 
(at Jammu) in 1992. 

Some information was given by Dr. B.L. 

Koul of and, as he had not only been one of 
the brightest students of Dr. Shant but he has 
also been a witness to many literary and non¬ 
literary activities in which the lattertook part. 

Prof. Shant has acted in some well known 
plays on the stage, KANJOOS (Moliere), 
PROPOSAL, JONK (Ashik), MANZULI 
NIKU (Kemmu), AKHRI ZEENA (Kamil) 
Dhruvaswamini (Prasad) to name a few. He 
produced and directed these plays (except last 

j 

two which were directed by R.K. Bharali and 
D.V. Bharati respectively himself in addition 
to UTSARG (Chatursen) HAPUTH 
(Chekhov) and GHALIB (K.L. Kappor). Dr. 
Koul, while a student at S.P. College acted in 
UTSARG in 1961. Dr. Shant was an NCC 
officer for 15-.years during his teaching - 
career and held the ranks of ‘Lieutenent’ (in 
the Army Wing) and ‘Flying Officer’ (in the 
Air Wing) of NCC. 

In a brief speech. Dr. Shant later said 
that he got inspiration to write in Hindi as 
well as Kashmiri right in his boyhood from 











his father who would read scenes from 
SATUCH KEHWAT (the first play of 
Kashmiri) to the emotionally charged listen¬ 
ers (his family members) in late night sittings. 
Then he got a chance to witness plays of the 
Sudhar Samiti and Sheetalnath dramatic club. 
His mother read bhajans of Mira or recited 
"passages from Ramcharitmanas. But it was 
the Hindi Sahitya Sammelan and more than 
that the teachers in school, college, and the 
univeristy that were responsible for kindling 
the fire of creativity in him as well as other 
non Hindi speaking students. Prof. Jia Lai 
Koul, Prof., P.N. Pushp and teachers like 
Jagdish Gupta, Dharmaveer Bharati and Ram 
Kumar Verma in Allahabad Univeristy helped 
his literary tendencies grow. Dr. Shant's con¬ 
temporaries tell us how meticulously and 
with a religious zeal he worked in literary 
organisations like Kashmir Hindi Sahitya 
Sammelan, Srinagar, Bazme-Adab (Urdu) 
and Kishur Bazin in Kashmir, not to speak 
of participating in literary meetings seminars 
and conferences held by the Academy and 
the University. Now, that he is nearing sixty, 
his enthusiasm to participate in such activi¬ 
ties has not waned. 

Ramesh Mehta, deputy Secretary, J&K 
Cultural Academy and erstwhile editor 
Sheeraza (Hindi) read out a paper on 
KAV1TA ABHIBHI, bringing out the salient 
features of the poems and pointing at vari¬ 
ous phases in the development of the poetic 
personality of Sham. He said though there 
were a few poems relating to the poet's expe¬ 


riences in exile, other poems brought out the 
poet's concern for the deteriorating atmo¬ 
sphere in Kashmir decades before actual ho¬ 
locaust of 1990. Many poems speak critically 
of the blunting sensibilities specially in the 
cities of Srinagar and Jammu. Love for Kash¬ 
mir when in bloom in spring, haunts the poet 
and it comes to him in variegated shades of 
meaning and a tapestry of imagery. An ele¬ 
ment of thoughtfulness and under-lining in¬ 
quisitiveness gives some poems a mystic ro¬ 
mantic colour while others hold no bars to 
the expression of ecstasy at the changing 
natural landscape vis-a-vis morose moods of 
a sensitive mind in highly corrupted Kash¬ 
mir policy. The anthology records the liter¬ 
ary moods and changes that undertook the 
valley of Kashmir over the last four decades. 

Dr. Raj Kumar, who presided over, 
described Dr. Shant's poems as highly 
expressive and excellent examples of an 
accomplished and super sensitive writer of 
our times. Dr. Nirmal Vinod, president of the 
Hindi Sahitya Mandal, Jammu dwelt briefly 
on the many facets of Shant's poetry quoted 
from the poet's many poems and ghazals. But 
it was Ramesh Mehta,s quotations which 
drew applause from the audience. Dr. 
Agnishekhar, Dr. Vinod, Shyam Bihari Sagar, 
Virender Koul, Piarey Hatash, besides others, 
posed questions to Dr. Shant about his writing 
attitudes and also about various 
contemporary issues in Hindi literary circles. 
By far it was a literary evening, the likes of 
which are rarely seen these days. 







“How to Select a Spiritual Guru”| 


Our Country is an ancient land of great 
spiritual Guras. A lot has already been told, 
said, mentioned and written about Guras by 
God-Goddesses; saint-Seers; yogis-Mahat- 
mas: Sadhus-Sanyasis; Sadak-Bakths; 
Reshis-munis; Intellectuals-Meditatives. 
Religious and other holy looks have given 
great importance to Guras spirituality. It has 
been said in “Sri Guru Geeta”.

Meaning :—The Guru is Brahma, the 
Guru is Vishnu, the Guru is Shanker and the 
Guru is Param-Braham (Alimighty); hence 
parnam (salute) to Guru. 

The holy books have called the Guru 
as Shri Brahma Shri Vishnu and Shri Mahesh. 
Brahma. Vishnu and Mahesh are called 
“Trimurthy’. The Guru is also called 
Trimurihv or Daxinamurthy. The 
Daxinamurthy is a sacred name of Bhagwan 
Shiv, which is said to be resting in ones own 
heart in the form of Guru. 

A Sadak or a Yogi or a Bakth, worships 
his Guru as God; because his spiritual mas¬ 
ter Guru is nearer to God, due to divinesness, 
God-relisation, Intelligence, will power, 
spiritual-knowlege, power of action, power 
of blessings etc. He knows that God is in 
innerside within heart as Guru. He feels that

God and Guru are one and the same and are 
identical to or with each other. So, in the form 
of Guru, God guides all aspirants, devotees, 
bakths, yogis, Sadak etc. in the mission of 
God realisation. Such a person as has realised 
God is genuine and fit to act as Guru. 

The Guru takes his disciple, into the 
mystic line of spirituality through shaktipat 
by injecting or transmitting his own shakti 
(psychic power or force). The Shakti of the 
Guru, depends, upon his will power. The 
more the will power the more the Shakti. By 
this way Shakti is roused by the grace (kripa) 
of Guru. 

If the Guru has not fully realised God 
or has not fully realised the ‘Guru Taltwa’ in 
him he is not fit for Guru's position or such a 
person should not be considered as Guru. The 
Guru diksha should not be taken 

from such a Guru. If a person takes Diksha 
(^T§Tf) from such Guru, such person may suf¬ 
fer similar disability and in the long run, 
passes a life of peacelessness, dissatisfaction 
and other tensions.

Meaning: — Bhagwan Shanker is tell¬ 
ing Mata Parwati, that without three eyes, 
who is just like Bhagwan Shiv; without four 
hands, who is just like Bhagwan Vishnu, 
without lour faces, who is just like Bhagwan 
Brahma. Such a Guru is said to be Brahma, 
Vishnu, and Mahesh; all the three Bhagwans 
are the form of Param Braham, Almighty 
God; As Brahma jee creates the universe; so 
the Guru Dev also produces the Sadaks or 
Bakths.

Adept, demands money in disguise (^T 3) 
of Guru, peer from disciples and others; then 
one should not bow ones head nor should go 
to such Guru, peer for blessings. The Sage, 
Peer, Guru who passes (faomi) his life on his 
own earnings and helps his disciples and oth¬ 
ers wihtout religion, caste, creed or colour, 
should be searched or looked for blessings. 

Kabir Dass jee has also talked about the 
greatness of Guru Kabir jee says :— 

' ‘ to eft t^tt ^ ^ "awr 

Meaning :—Guru should be such, as 
helps the disciple in every respect in God- 
realisation and the disciple should be such 
guru loving, who sacrifies every thing for 
Guru. 

Paltu Sahib has also said about the 
qualities of capable, worthy and true Guru, 
in the following lines :—Guru is that, who 
connects our soul with divine word, in order 
to meet God or in God realisation. 

Religious books have called the Guru 
as Param i.e., the best, highest and supreme. 
The meaning of Param (supreme) is Parag 
(free or apart). That is to say, free from lust, 
wealth, free from desires sex etc. 

In kulamav Tantra Tragodash vallash 
(3>cni u iqTR ecr^im), Bhagwan Shanker 
is telling to Mata Parwati about the qualities 
of spiritual Guru as under, “the Guru, whose 
dress is simple andclean; personality is attrac¬ 
tive and is master of all trades; qualities like a 
deity and always remains happy; complete 
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knowledge of spirituality and finds no differ¬ 
ence between the rich and the poor or treats the 
rich and the poor equally; knows and under¬ 
stands the meaning of all religious books; 
loves and gives regard; understands and an¬ 
swers all the religious questions and queries; 
knows religious rituals and can remove doubts 
or delusions of the people. Such a person with 
all these qualities is a proper Guru. 

Bhagwan Shanker further says about 
the qualities of a spiritual Guru as, “who 
knows the present, past and future of any 
body; sees out side world, but aim or goal is 
in the inner side; Powers (Sidhaya) are un¬ 
der his control; whatever he says to others, 
will happen; capable to bless and punish oth¬ 
ers; can initiate his own powers and knowl¬ 
edge to needy; all the time remains calm and 
in peace; has pity and pardons defaulters; has 
control over his desires and emotions i.e., sex, 
anger, wishes, pride and greed; speaks less 
and possesses spiritual qualities; such a per¬ 
son with all these qualities is a proper Guru 
to adopt. 

If a person Bakth, Sadak meets such a 
spiritual, holy, devotional Guru, he should go 
to his refuge and request him to be his Guru. 
Such a spiritual Guru can free you from your 
sins; dear your vision and thoughts; can 
make you worthy to meet almighty God, 
Nirakar, Param Shiv, Braham, Narayan, Such 
a spiritual and great Guru is to be saluted. 

After selecting a Guru, one should re¬ 
spect him. with all efforts and recite the holy 
‘Mantra’, taken, in morning and evening 
hours at proper exact time. Bad habits and 
thoughts if any may be thrown out by deter¬ 


mination and self efforts. By strong determi¬ 
nation and will power, lust, anger greed, de¬ 
sire, pride etc., will vanish automatically by 
the grace of Guru, after chanting of mantra 
at regular periods. From the mind, all 
thoughts, wishes, lust, greed, anger, desire 
for sex; difference between rich & poor, caste 
& creed, big and small, will vanish, one by 
one, and make one free from all these bond¬ 
ages.

Frata (Brother), Guru-Behan (sister) etc., as 
usual. 

After meeting a new Guru, you experi¬ 
ence the force of Shaktipat. Then you should 
feel or know your self a very lucky man of 
the world, because Maha Shakti kundalini 
Devi has become active. Please bear in mind. 


don't become proud or feel your self intelli¬ 
gent. Be calm and, be in peace. Try to avoid 
bad habits. By practice, you can become a 
spiritual man. 

In the Indian way of life, a Guru holds 
a very high status. In the vedic period, stu¬ 
dents, or pupils used to live with their Gurus 
in Gurus Ashrams, Tapovans for a period of 
12 years, during which the Guru, develops 
the character morally as well as spiritually 
in them.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Some Memories, Some Reflections, Mohan KishanTickoo; pp-50, 
enlarqed edition. 1998; published on the author's behalf by Dr. K.K. Moza,

tion with" NAGARAD Literary Forum. 
Jammu on 15th November, 1998) 

This js a welcome booklet, containing 
18 poems and 7 prose pieces in English, all 
readable and enjoyable as fine literary com¬ 
positions. The author's, preface and the 
learned foreword by Prof. J.N. Durani shed 
light on the appropriateness of the title and 
the circumstances that provided the motiva¬ 
tion for the writing of the pieces in question. 
The foreword is, in fact, an elaborated ver¬ 
sion of professor Durani's brief review of the 
previous edition that was brought out for pri¬ 
vate circulation earlier. In the present shape, 
the booklet has an attractive get up and the 
contents are printed well. 

What impresses the reader immediately 
is the author's command of English; his writ¬ 
ing is lucid and flawless. He handles the lan¬ 
guage effectively as a tool of literary com¬ 
munication. Indisputably, he has all the mak¬ 
ings of a creative writer and the present book¬ 
let amply bears out that the author has culti¬ 
vated an inimitable style of his own through 
sustained reading and writing. He writes with 
ease, using the right word and the aptest 
phrase for conveying his perceptions. Gifted 


with a fine artistic sensibility, he has a keen 
observant eye for detail and a mind of his 
own to convey what he has seen and experi¬ 
enced. The discerning reader, I am sure, will 
not mistake the contents of the booklet for 
just an autobiography or for something that 
is all literally done. Of course the contents 
are mostly grounded in true happenings but 
the details provided are conceivably a blend 
of “facts and fiction”. To that extent the title 
of the booklet is slightly “deceptive” as cre¬ 
ative writings generally are and legitimately 
so. Further, though the literary pieces under 
review may seem disparate to the casual 
reader, they cohere well in terms of their gen¬ 
eral bearing on the major theme-the displace¬ 
ment of our community from the land of our 
birth", the valley of Kashmir that we cherish 
today in our memory as virtually a “lost para¬ 
dise”. 

The author is finely gifted too as a 
siory-teller-and this is abundantly revealed 
in most of his prose pieces and in a number 
of his poems that are in the main narrative in 
character. As tales told in English prose or 
verse, they immediately grip the reader’s at¬ 
tention and arouse his or her curiosity as to 
how they will end. Some of the surprise-end¬ 
ings and the way climaxes (and the anticli¬ 
maxes too) are manipulated by the author 
suggest the influence of masters of short fic- 










tion like Maupassant and O Henry. Obvi¬ 
ously, the author has read widely and profit¬ 
ably-being familiar with English writers of 
note including the great Shakespeare and also 
well aware of our own classics including the 
Upanishads. There are significant allusions* 
in the booklet to Lai Ded and Nunda Rishi, 
the Vaakhs and Shruks of the “duo” to the 
Persian poets Sadi and Hafiz, to the legend¬ 
ary thief Mahadev Bishta, to Badshah to 
Nilamat Purana & Kashyap,Rishi—that sug¬ 
gest how tied up the author feels with his cul¬ 
tural heritage as a Kashmiri. Though the po¬ 
ems and the prose pieces alike convey his 
sense of deep anguish over what militancy 
in the valley has brought in its wake, the au¬ 
thor has maintained his “cool” throughout the 
booklet. He has not expressed any bitterness 
against those who betrayed our expectations 
and unleashed terror and violence. His sense 
of nostalgia too is not overbearing but is held 
in control, and the narrative pieces are enliv¬ 
ened with wit and humour. Judged from this 
point of view, the booklet is a welcome addi¬ 
tion to the finest pieces (in English, Hindi & 
Kashmiri) that have been produced during the 
past nine years or so on the theme of the “exo¬ 
dus” of Kashmiri Pandits. 

To give the readers a foretaste of the 
contents, 1 shall briefly refer to some select 
poems and prose pieces that should serve the 
purpose of this review and the occasion foi 
which it has been written. The first poem 
“Samroo The Smijjjing Princess”, the open¬ 
ing piece, consists of 6 stanzas of varying 
length in part A and 3 stanzas in Part B. Strik¬ 
ing a balance between modern free verse and 
traditional rhymed verse (with a definite pat¬ 
tern) the author has retained rhymes which, 


however, do not conform to a specific pat¬ 
tern but are disposed at random, the author’s 
Penchant for rhymed couplets here and there, 
is evident in almost all the poems. Had the 
author chosen to dispense with rhyme and 
adopted the free-verse form, the poems might 
have gained in rhythmic flow and tautness, 
though the verse in its present form has a 
flavour and flow of its own. 

Samroo comes alive in the poem as a 
charming young lady, who captivates the 
heart of a young Brahmin boy. The boy makes 
advances to her and proposes to marry her. 
The girl rejects the offer saying : 

You are M.A. 1st Class 
1 am Mandal Pass 1st Class 
Now you propose to marry me 
'And raise me up in public estimation’ 

I am not prepared to agree 
I am in favour of caste perpetuation. 

I should rate the poem ‘Previous His¬ 
tory of the Patient’ as a masterpiece. It re¬ 
counts the historic cricket match that was 
played in Sharjah between the Indian and 
Pakistani teams. When the chances of Indian 
victory were very bright, the mighty stroke 
of Javeed Mian Dad's bat to the last ball from 
Chelan Sharma clinched the result in favour 
of the Pakistani team: 

Chetan Sharma of Bharat 
Bowled the last ball 
A rank bad one: 

It was hit by Miandad, the Pak veteran 
With all the force at his command 
With all the skill he could boast of 
It turned out to be a huge six 
“High, hard and handsome” 

Sealing the fate of the opponent 






As higher and higher soared the ball 
Lower and lower sank my heart. 

(This is a good specimen of the author's 
reasonable success in writing free verse). 

A reading of the poem revives our 
memory of the high drama that groups of 
Kashmiri Muslims and Hindus tensely 
watched, glued to the TV nets, and the re¬ 
sultant mood of each community—our crest¬ 
fallen faces providing a sharp contrast to the 
jubilation and excitement of the crowds hail¬ 
ing the victor)' of the Pakistani team. 

The peom titled “Exodus How Many 
Times” has a direct bearing on the major 
theme of the booklet. The author touches 
upon the contribution of Kashmiri Pandits 
and also of Budshah to Kashmir's composite 
culture: 

Kasheer-the glorious Kasheer 
Home of Kashyap's progeny for cen¬ 
turies 

• Of all places home is the best. 

Pandits nourished it with zeal and zest 
By their amazing contributions 
In the fields of sculpture, Architecture 
Philosophy, Fine Arts, Literature 
Religion, Astronomy, Health-care 
Pandits left a deep impress 
On Kashmir's composite culture. 

By dint of their hard labour 
They helped Kashmir to prosper. 

Once before this, once before 
Zain-ul-Abedin,*Bud Shah 
Moved by justice and equity 
Softened by pleadings of Sri Buth 
Called Pandits back 
To the forsaken valley 
Wherefrom, because of persecution 


Almost the entire community 
To preserve their way of life 
Their age-old traditions 
And the honour of their women 
Had fled in different direction. 

“History repeats itself says the historian 
“How many times” asks a hapless migrant 
“That depends on your strength-after all 
“The weaker has always gone to the 

wall”. 

The poem ‘Jheel Dal and Migrants’ is 
both nostalgic and retrospective in mood. The 
natural charm of the lake is recalled in mov¬ 
ing lines by the author. In the manner of Wil¬ 
liam Blake's poem “Tiger, Tiger, Burning 
Bright”, the author poses these questions to 
the Dal Lake : 

Tell us who is your creator? 

Who your beautician? Who mentor? 
What beauty treatment do you receive 
You go on changing your complexion? 
Who conceived and designed you, 
Chose this remarkable site for you? 
Taught you to give equal treatment to all. 
Be one great, be one small. 

The poem, Then and Now’ and the 
prose piece titled The Return of the Heir¬ 
loom’ are thematically related and constitute 
together a study in contrast. The poem is de¬ 
voted to the Praise of the lady, Rehti by name, 
who lived in the author's neighbourhood and 
had breast-fed him as his foster mother when 
he was a child. The poem speaks also of the 
fraternal relations that had grown between the 
author and his foster-brothers, children of 
Rehti (who is now no more), The latter, hav¬ 
ing turned militants, are the very persons who 
torched the author's house after he “migrated” 
to Jammu. The other piece in prose titled 








"The Rcmm of ihe Heirloom” is epistolary 
in form It centres round the character, de¬ 
scribed as a Kashmiri Muslim, who is intro¬ 
duced as a "genius” of a sort; he started as a 
crafty and clever burglar-cum-pickpocket and 
later switched over to the trade of a buyer 
and seller of the ill-gotten property of the “mi¬ 
grants”. The author highlights the magna¬ 
nimity and inherent goodness of this seem¬ 
ingly shady character. He tells us of how he 
once had conceived (but not executed) the 
plan of committing a burglary in the house 
of the. author before the outbreak of militancy 
in Kashmir. Later, it is the same person, well- 
versed astonishingly in quoting Lalla Vaakhs 
and Nunda Rishi's Sliruks, that comes all the 
way from Sringar to Jammu and delivers back 
the heirloom, a Samovar with the name 
■poshimal’ engraved on it, to the author, hav¬ 
ing paid Rs. 1000.00 as a bidder, from his 
own pocket, to the auctioner of the piece at 
Srinagar (after it had been stolen away along 
with other movable property from the author's 
residence). 

The prose pieces titled The Turning 
point’ and “Marriage Anniversary Present’ 
centre round the author's marriage (as a teen¬ 
ager and college student) and the present he 
got from his wife on his first wedding anni¬ 
versary. The account of the marriage cer¬ 
emony given in the former piece reveals the 
author's creative skill in recreating the past 
through literary expression. In the other piece, 
the author tells us how he had a confronta¬ 
tion (a physical fight) with his own father- 
in-law in the Palladium Cinema when he him¬ 
self was dressed in the new sit he had ob¬ 
tained as the present mentioned. When boo¬ 
ing and hissing by the spectators was going 
on in the third class, the author's relative. 


unwittingly, threw away a live cigarette bit 
towards him (the son-in-law) that burnt his 
coat and shirt. A scuffle ensured between the 
two. in which they hurled blows at each other. 
To his shock and surprise the author realized 
too late that his adversary was other than his 
father-in-law. As we read the tale, we “sus¬ 
pend our disbelief’ and don't question the 
authenticity of the episode. 

The “Tale Told by Grandama” and 
“Hashmat Hajam's Advice to Gopi Pandit” 
are very interesting folktales, that are mor¬ 
ally edifying loo. They absorb the reader's 
attention and amply bear out how successful 
the author is as a story-teller. I shall stop at 
the poem “Chinars of the Kheer Bhavani 
Shrine” which speaks volumes about ! lhe 
author's love of the shrine itself and the 
chinars there, symbolizing his love of man¬ 
kind in general, of “beauty, goodness and 
truth”, of the Divine and of all that the sa¬ 
cred land of Sharada stands for, of the beau- 
tiful valley of Kashmir famous as the 
“Reshivaar”. To conclude, I quote this stanza 
for the readers : 

Oh generous chinars grant me a favour 
To relieve the tortures of the scorching 

Pray send a whiff of your cool breeze 
Across the Banihal mountain pass 
Direct to the torn and tattered tents 
Where the thousands of migrants 
Huddled up together in abject conditions 
Harassed by heat, snakes and scorpions. 

1 leave it to the reader to look for the “riches” 
packed in the book including the “delicacies” 
I have not chosen to mention to ensure that 
this review doesn't become unwiedly. 

A welcome booklet, both readable and 
valuable. 







THE DILEMMA OF WORKING PARENTS 


The present day children seem to have 
realized the importance of being loved and 
have become too demanding. Giving in to a 
child’s demands is the path of least resistance. 
But by doing so of and on can cause children 
to develop a behaviour pattern characterized 
by more and more demands. Material pros¬ 
perity associated with small family and work¬ 
ing parents have stimulated the parental urge 
to give the best and everything to the child. 
On the other hand television and advertising 
are kindling the possessive desires of chil¬ 
dren. They feel that acquiring more and more 
things will buy happiness. Working parents 
in particular make up their absence or 
inavailablity by giving generous gifts to their 
children. However children get pampared by 
such acts and become more and more de¬ 
manding. 

One day at a market place my husband 
explained to our daughter Priti that a bag of 
potato chips weighing 50 grins and costing 
Rs. 14/- was not a good option because chips 
were not nutritious and contained excess of 
salt which was not good far health. On other 
occasion he gave his daughter another 
explanation for not eating from road side 
vendors for hygienic reasons. Both times our 
a daughter finally persuaded her dad for a 
reverse action. Such explanations sound 
civilized to adults, but a child does not buy 
.such wisdom. It is better to deliver a firm “no" 
and later try to explain the reason in simplest 
possible manner. By rejection children do not 
use methods of demanding, crying and 
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throwing tantrums as tools of blackmail. We 
have to remind them that owning a lot or 
eating for the heck of eating are not crucial 

to happiness.

We should try to engage children in 
meaningful activities. Reseachers say that 
working with parents 6r grandaparents gives 
children a chance to become responsible. In 
addition it makes them healthy both physi¬ 
cally and mentally. One should dissuade chil¬ 
dren from getting hooked toT.V. sets, action 
picture videos or electronic games as it not 
only affects their eyes in the long run but also 
affects their temperament and social 
behaviour. We used to help our families with 
all sorts of small works at home even at a 
tender age and none of us have any bad feel¬ 
ing about that. So spoiling children with dif¬ 
ferent things makes them more and more 
crazy for other things. More giving into 
children's whims with respect to their diet sets 
the pattern for development of unhealthy diet 
habits which can hardly be rectified later. 

If we check the background of great 
writers, scientists, philosophers or even great 
men of art we find that they have come from 
a very ordinary back ground. In fact another 
trend which is sighted by researchers is the 
phenomenal rise in criminal tendencies in 
pampered middle class children. The Com¬ 
missioner of Bombay in a recent statement 
said that middle class children commit hei¬ 
nous crimes just because they are not used to 
listen to ’No’ from anyone, not even their girl 
friends.

In order to counter the disinformation campaign launched against minuscule Kashmiri 
Pandit (KP) community by the Muslims in the West through the use of Internet, a team of 
dedicated KP individuals in the USA have created two web sites, Kashmir Information 
Network (KIN) and Kashmiri Overseas Association of USA (KOAUSA).

sponsored militants, and several massacres of the KPs that have taken place after their exo¬ 
dus. This web site is a repository describing the ethnic cleansing of the KPs from the valley 
of Kashmiri. 

The Kashmiri Overseas Association (KOA) is a non-proft, cultural organization of the 
KPs settled in the USA. Its aim is to promote, protect and preserve the unique ethno-cultural 
identity of the KPs in the West. Their web site (KOAUSA) is a repository of information on 
the KPs detailing their culture, history and religion. This web site also carries paintings by 
KP artists, Kashmiri Music and several video documentaries. Chat and on-line Matrimonial 
services, among many other things.

From Jammu 

Kashmiri Hindu Fire Sufferers Forum working Committee which met here today un¬ 
der the presidentship of Mr. B.L. Koul experessed disappointment over growing “Islamic .| 
Fundamentalism” and Government's deliberate attempt to ignore the sufferings of Kashmiri ] - 
living in exile. 

Earlier briefing the members. Forum General Secretary Mr. P.N. Tufchi, accused Chief 
Minister Dr. Abdullah of fomenting ill-will and hatred among jummuties and Migrants by 
his loose utterances. “The Irony is that it is the Chief Minister who calls himself a democrat ! 
and a secularist, frequently indulges in instigating people of Jammu against the community." 
This dirty politics will not work but ultimately recoil on him” he asserted.

Describing Dr. Abdullah's utterances at Purkhoo Camps as disgusting and reprehen- i 
sible that Jammu people will not tolerate migrants any more, Mr. Tufchi tlnnked people of: 
Jammu for their maturity by giving refuge to the community at tne time of crisis and dem¬ 
onstrating their traditional brotherhood. Such type of canards would not solve Dr. Abdullah's 1 
problems but have far reaching consequences in the long run. Forum would fight out such 
forces with all might, he added. 

Mr. Tufchi blamed some community members for joining hands with our adversaries 
and enemies for their petty interests. The Forum would not only expose them but be firm in 
its resolve to achieve the goal honourably even if they had to make sacrifices, he asserted. 

While exhorting the community members to remain united. Mr. Tufchi lashed out at j 
the state and Centro Authorities for suppressing their democratic and fundamental rights - 
even in exile. It was high time that the community was declared as “REFUGEES” and mven 
all rights and privileges under the constitution, he demanded. 

Mr. Tufchi appealed to Dr. Abdullah not to treat Kashmiri Pandits as a “apartheid” by 
discriminating against them in all sphers of public life. He should understand their prob¬ 
lems in t lght perspective and mitigate them without any pressure or considerations, he added.
